The women who attended the “poverty 
pafty at the Fullerton Avenue -Presbyte- 
rian church last night refused to part with 
their rats and other head adornments. 

Nickel after nickel in fines went into the 
coffers of the church as the result. The 
two stalwart feminine “ detectives” sta- 
tioned at either side ot the entrance wers 
kept busy passing the rat dedeched guests 
to their assistants.

Both Plee After Tragedy and 
Italians in Place Fail to 
Reveal Identity.

Vincenzo Lobio, a saloankeeper, was chot 
to death in his saloon at 501 West Oak street 
last nicht by an unknown assassin, He was 
back 6. the bar, playing cards with a cus- 
tomer, when a stranger pushed aside the 
swinging doors and, without a word, opened 
fire. | 

One bullet went wide of the mark; a second 
struck Lobio in the mouth and entered his 
brain, He was taken to Paseevant hos- 
pital in ü police ambulance and died an hour 
after the shooting. From information gained 
from other Italians in the place the police 
believe Lobo had warning he was to be 
attacked a moment before he was shot. 


“Death Hand“ on the Bar. 

Spread out on the bar before him was what 
Italiane call the “death hend"—{ack of 
spades, jack of cube, and two black eight 
spots. Fifteen men were im the back of the 
saloon playing, cards. When they heard the 
shots they ran to the scene. Both the mur- 
derer and the man with whom Loblo was 
playing a two handed game ran out the front 
door. 

The death band was found spread out 
om the bar. Gesticulating Wildi, Italian 
patrons of the saloon pointed out the quartet 
of black cards to the police. 

Joseph Desidoro, son-in-law of the mur- 
dered man, gald his father-in-law had been 


man in the saloon was an accomplice of the 
murderer and that the latter had spread the 
„ death hand on the dar just before the 
shot was fired. 


Fourth Murder in a Year. 

Lieut. Join Damman and Sergt. John 
Kierney placed all the men in the salcon at 
the time of the shooting under arrest and 
sought to gain from them information as to 
the identity of the murderer, but failed. 
Lobio wae 50 years of age. He lived with his 
family above the saloon. 

This is the fourth Black Hand murder 
in this vicinity in a little over a year, and 
none of the murderers hes been found. On 
Dec, 18, 1010, Tony Guto, 11456 Gault court, 
was shot at the corner of Milton avenue and 
Oak street. 

Benjamin Senene, 500 Oak street, was shot 
neat his house on Jan. 6, 1010. A short time 
after thie another Italian was murdered near 
the side entrance of Lobio’s eafoon.

It im- 
piles also, as Elman’'s intérpretation of the con- 
certo proved beyond question, the possession of 
a superior order of intelligence; for the wealth 
of musical beauty that Brahms has assembled 
in the themes of this concerto finds expression 
in a form burdened with abtruse problems of 
musicianship: That is, they seem profound to 
the average musician, even as the technical dif- 
ficulties of the composition practically exclude 
it from the repertory of the ordinary violinist 
whose attainments entitle him to the recognition 
of the public. 2 
Technical limitations. do not exist for Elman, 
and in bis performance of the concerto one lost 


sight of the methanical aspect’ and was con- 


cerned only with the delivery of the musical 
message that Brahms has here intrusted to 
violin and orchestra. 8 

It is a message filled with dramatic power, for 
the composer has abandoned his typical reserve 
and has spoken with a directness that at times 
nearly approaches’ to the positive utterance of 
Beethoven. : That he opposes to this absolute 
quality much of the mysterious but poetic in- 
directness elsewhere characteristic of his music 
adds to the interpretative complications that the 
performer must solve, for it heightens the cen- 
trasts which he must weld into a strongly uni- 
fied form.

Biman read the work with that simplicity 
and directness that mark the highest manifes- 
tations of interpretative art. He relied entire- 
ly upon his command of dynamic and qualita- 
tive contrasts, rejecting the weaker means to 
be discoveted in fluctuating tempi Which, like 
everything superfluous, so often prove danger- 
ous expedients in the hands of less convincing 
individualities, | 

Elman can well afford to be simple and 
direct for his violin has a thousand voices. 
Not all of them are beautiful. Sometimes he 
courts that virile harshness of tone that at- 
tains dramatic emphasis. More often he lets 
his instrument sing with a warm fullness of 
tone that follows the melody through each 
subtle inflection. Or he traces some arabesque 
of figurative design with fragile, tenuous tone 
that seems to take on all the more delicate 
erchestral tints. Oboe, clarinet, and the warm, 
mysterious sonority of the horn find echo in 
his violin, refined, ennobled, etherealized, lifted 
to heights of eloquence by the force of his 
personality. 

However much Elman’s art may have grown 
in variety and maturity, it retains its hold 
upon the public by virtue of that quality by 
which it becomes a direct and personal ad- 
dress to the hearer. Its appeal is the ele- 
mental one of sympathy and intensity. Its 
gain in scope and refinement enhances that 
appeal, but it still rests, as it always will rest, 
upon this personal quality. Iman defined it 
for us more nearly than words may accom- 
plish its description, in the rhythmical nuance 
with which the principal theme of the last 
movement was delivered, a combination of ac- 
cent and inflection aot to be imitated, de- 
acribed, or analyzed because they expressed 
personality.”
